* The student body of Pittsburg Uni-
versity have developed something new
In American transportation. Desiring
to attend r “ig football game in Phil-
adelphla, und grudging the requisite
$56 per head for traveling expenses,
they arranged with the Pennsylvania
Rafircad to ship them as "!rp!ght."
The students are transported from
FPlttsburg to Philadelphin and back in
box cars, with straw-covered floor in-
stead of berths or seats, and they
take care of the meal problem by
carrying sandwiches with them. Thus
the cost Is reduced to $6 aplece.

The idea {8 sald to have coriginated
in the university’s Schoil of Eco-
nomies, -If so, It's evidence that eco-
nomie [nstructlon may bear 9ractl-
cal and valuable fruit,. The box car
trip to which the happy-go-lucky
students have- submitted for eco-
nomy's: sake, in th~ spirit of a lark,
establishes a much-needed precedent.
It is llkely to be followed hereafter,
on proper occaslons, by student
crowds In all parts of the <ountry,
it nther rallroads fall into line and
grant the same sort of accommoda-
tions.

And there's no reasen why the op-
portunity should be, restricted to stu-
dents. The new mode of travel is, in
fact, merely tha sdaptation to Amerl-
can lifo of an institution that has
long prevallcd in Europe. Germany
has four classes of transportatioh,
where we have only two, and virtual-
ly only one.
